HSTCONIrBOATS 


Boston, Oct 9—The submarine arm of the Im- 


perial German navy ravaged shipping off the eastern 
coast of the United States yesterday and last night. 


British, Dutch and Norwegian steamers were 


sent to the bottom or left crippled derelicts off 
Nantucket shoals. 


The German submarine warfare brought to 


this side of the Atlantic Sunday was pursued 
relentlessly throughout the night. With the dawn 
came reports of more vessels torpedoed and sunk. 


The captain of the Nantucket lightship, off which 


the attacks on passenger and freight ships were 
made, reported that three German submarines were 
operating south and southeast of Nantucket and that 


total of nine vessels had been destroyed. 


The identity of three of this number was un- 


known but ships from the American destroyer flotilla 
at Newport were searching the seas for the crews 
that were supposed to have taken to their small 
boats. 


Rushing to give battle to the submarines three 


British cruisers were off Nantucket shoals at 2:40 
o'clock this morning. This was the first appearance 
of any warship of the British and French patrolling 
fleet in that vicinity since the submaries began their 
attacks at six o'clock yesterday morning.

those who tower ahovo their fellows 
in dcvoutiiess and holiness, but the 
Bible never so speaks. It regards all 
true believers in Jesus Christ 
as 


therein and thereby saints. 


The word saint means separated, 


and in the 
Bilile 
describes 
the. 


priest's mitre, tlio vessels of the 
temple, as well as the temple itself 
and ' its people. 
Originally it had. 


nothing to do with moral quality in 
the thing so designated. Hence, it 
meant a man was separated and des- 
ignated to the service of God. But 
we cannot belong to Him and not be 
like Him in character and 
moral 


qualities. -Hence holiness is God's 
stamp upon a man, His mark by 
which He says 'This man belongs to 
lie.' 


As 3-011 write yonr name in ft book, 


RO God -writes His name on 
His 


properly, and the name He writes is 


the likeness of His own character. 


In the second place, note" that 


'Christian men are saints .because 
they fire believers. Saints and faith- 
ful are not two sets of people, but 
one. 
The apostle begins with the 


product and goes down. to_ the root. 
A saint is the. product of faith :r. 
God. Hence faithful here docs not 
moan 'trusty,', 'reliable,' or 'as good 
as his word'; but 
simply 
having 


faith in, or believing in Jesus Christ 


Savior. 
JTot 
that 
saints 
or 


Christians are not reliable and trust- 
worthy. They are, but such quality 
is the product of faith or trust in 
Jesus Christ. 
Sanctifleation 
fol- 


ows upon faith. It is when we be- 
lieve or trust in Jesus Qhrist that 
all the great motives begin to tell 
upon heart and life, which deliver 
us from pur selfishness, which bind. 
113 to 'God and which make it a joy 
to do Anything for Him. 


Jfoti in this connection that the 


apostle says it is Christ Jesus who 
is to be the object of sanctifying 
faith. This double name is the des- 
ignation of our Lord's duty 
and 


humanity. We must rest our soul's 


salvation on His as our brother, 
Jesus incarnate for us; 
and wo 


must also rest it. on Him as God's 
anuointcd, who came in human flesh 
to fulfill the divine loving kindness 
and purposes, and in that flesh to die. 
We must take the two together, the 
loving Man, Jesus, who was bone of 
our bone and flesh of our flesh,' and 
the Christ -who in His very human- 
ity was the Messenger and' Angel of 
the Covenant and Who came to ful- 
fill all the purposes of the ^divine 
heart. 


lastly, take courage 
from 
the 


fact that men and women were saints 
and faithful" in Ephesia- and

ean be in our day and in

mouth. Let it to the business of

Boston, Oct. 9—German submarine warfare 


brought to this side of the Atlantic Sunday was pur- 
sued relentlessly throughout the night. With the dawn 
came reports of more vessels torpedoed and sunk. 


The captain of the Nantucket lightship, off which 


the attacks on passenger and freight ships were 
made, reported that three German submarines were 
operating south and southeast of Nantucket and that 
a total of nine vessels had been destroyed. 


The identity of three of this number was un- 


known but ships from the American destroyer flotilla 
at Newport were searching the seas for the crews 
that were supposed to have taken to their small 


boats., 


Rushing to give battle to the submarines three 


British cruisers were off Nantucket shoals at 2:40 
o'clock this morning. This was the first appearance 
of any warship of the British and French patrolling 
fleet in that vicinity .since the submaries began their 
attacks at six o'clock yesterday morning.
